Applicant has proposed amendments to the claims including cancellation of claim 4 and 
introduction of new claims 19 and 20. Applicant has presented additional claims without cancellation of 



previously to claim 4. Regarding claims H4, while Nissley may teach a segmented abradable coating, the 
abradable coating is considered a topcoat, and is directly applied to the underlying bond coat. 

Regarding applicant's amendment to 0.025 inches to 0.06 inches for the ceramic layer, Farmer 
teaches a coating up to about 0.02 inches. The term "about" is considered to "overlap" and would be 
subject to a 103 rejection. In the case where the claimed ranges 'overlap or lie inside ranges disclosed by 
the prior art' a prima facie case of obviousness exists. In re Wertheim, 541 F.2d 257, 191 USPQ 90 (CCPA 
1976); In re Woodruff, 919 F.2d 1575, 16 USPQ2d 1934 (Fed. Cir. 1990) (The prior art taught carbon 
monoxide concentrations of 'about 1-5%' while the claim was limited to 'more than 5%." The court held 
that "about 1-5%' allowed for concentrations slightly above 5% thus the ranges overlapped.); In re 
Geisler, 116 F3d 1465, 1469-71, 43 USPQ2d 1362, 1365-66 (Fed. Cix. 1997) (Claim reciting thickness 
of a protective layer as falling within a range of '50 to 100 Angstroms' considered prima fecie obvious in 
view of prior art reference teaching that 'for suitable protection, the thickness of the protective layer 
should be not less than about 10 nm [i.e., 100 Angstroms].' The court stated that 'by stating that suitable 
protection' is provided if the protective layer is about' 100 Angstroms thick, [the prior art reference] 
directly teaches the use of a thickness within [applicant's] claimed range.').
